She had only to remove the 
pagan terrace that Hadrian had 
saused to be erected, and the 
Sepulchre and Golgotha stood 
eeyealed intact. After the dis 
every of the Holy Places, Em- 

r Constantine entrusted 

rlus, Bishop of Jerusalem, 
with the building of a magnifi- 
ent sanctuary on the very spot 
of the Resurrection. 

In 614, the armies of Chosroes 
destroyed all of the buildings 
errected at Constantine’s direc- 
tion, and Abbot Modestus of St. 
Theodosius’ took charge, again 
to restore the precious sanctu 
ary. It was on this occasion that 
the Golgotha was for the first 
time enclosed within the temple 
The work of Modestus wa 
seriously impaired by Hakem 
and restored by Constantine 
Monomachus, who constructed 
three different and separate 
monuments dedicated to the 
Sepuichre, Calvary and .the In- 
vention of the Cross. 

Crusaders Built 
The Crusaders regarded the 
Byzantine emperor’s improve- 
ments as unworthy of the great 
shrines they protected, and con 
ceived the idea of connecting the 
principal sanctuaries by a cen- 
tral monument. Thus was built 
a large basilica, begun in 1130 
and inaugurated in 1149, on the 
occasion of the fiftieth anniver- 
sary of the capture of the Hols 
City. 

It was the architect’s intention 
to leave the different sanctuaries 
asmuch as possible as they were, 
and to suround them with a new. 
extérna!, common building. This 
great work of the Crusaders re- 
Mains still intact in its funda- 
Mental lines. However, in order 
tf understand its original plan, 
me must remove, in imagina- 
ton, the wall which the Ortho- 
dox Greeks constructed in 1808 
afound their choir, thus prevent- 
mg an appreciation of the Ba- 
silica’ s interior pe rspective.
